cast iron, two and three-fourths of

To make up or clean the bed, or 


raise the patient from it so that both 
the body and tho bed may cool off, 
all that is necessary is to attach all 
the cords to the head-board shaft 
and turn the crank. This ra'.ses the 
false bed, and leaves the mattress 
free to be changed or aired. 


SITTING rp. 


If the patient wishes to sit up to 


rest or to attend to business, attach 
each of the outer side-cords to the 
shaft and turn the crank—-first at- 
taching the other end of the cords 
to the upper false bed, which, as be- 
fore stated, forms a kind of joint 
<vith the main false bed about three 
feet from the head. 


KAISINO THE FEET. 


If the patient wants his feet raised
